CRITICIZED DEVELOPED COUNTIRES' CIEC STANCE. SPEECH ACTUALLY READ

2. QTE AS YOU ARE ALL AWARE, IT IS INCREASINGLY DAWING ON US 

IN THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES THAT THE ACHIEVEMENT OF RAPID ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT LIES IN OUR HANDS. THIS POINT WAS AGAIN EMPHASISED IN 
JUNE THIS YEAR WHEN REPRESENTATIVES OF THE INDUSTRIALIZED AND THE 
THIRD WORLD COUNTIRES CONCLUDED THEIR JOINT EFFORTS IN PARIS, SO 
CALLED, AIMED AT ACHIEVING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NEW

3. THIS WAS HEAD OF STATE'S SECOND PUBLIC CRITICISM OF CIEC 
OUTCOME, FIRST COMING NEAR END OF 26-PAGE SPEECH TO RECENT OAU 
MINISTRIAL LIBREVILLE, IN WHICH HE WAS MORE SPECIFIC: QTE THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAVE, FOR FAR TOO LONG, PUR THEIR HOPES ON 
THE GENEROSITY OF THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES. THESE HOPES HAVE 
ALMOST EVAPORATED WITH THE RECENT COLLAPSE OF THE SO-CALLED 
NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE IN PARIS. IT NOW CLEAR THAT IF WE ARE 
GOING TO OBTAIN A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC SYSTEM BASED ON
